For that reason a Singleton opening is
seldom advantageous with less than three trumps. On the other hand,
it yon hold more than three trumps, you have a very strong hand and
should take the offensive FFor that .reason, with four or more trumps,
always open your long or strong suit, or your partner's suit if he has
made a bid, never a Singleton.
